Harry L. Hopkins, federal emer- 
gency relief administrator, served 
blunt notice here Sunday night that 
the federal government “doesn't in- 
tend to hold the bag” in defraying the 
cost of caring for the unemployed 
And needy. 

Mr. Hopkins spoke at a dinner at 
the Capital City Club tendered by

at Candler field at 5:45 o'clock Sun: 
day afternoon from Tallahassee, Fla.,

Governor Eugene Talmadge, Mayor 
James L. Key, of Atlanta; George 
KF, Longino, chairman of the Fulton 
county commission; Miss Gay Bb. 
Shepperson, executive secretary of the 
Georgia emergency relief commission, 
and others interested in the reliei ef 
fort in Georgia attended the dinner. 
Mr. Hopkins, who has been away trom 
Washington for a week on tour ot 
10 southern states, planned io leave 
for the national capital early today. 

Co-operation Is Urgent. 

The federal government’s emergency 
relief effort cannot succeed, he as- 
serted, unless states, counties and 
cities co-operate. 

“Probably 95 percent of unem- 
ployment relief is being paid out of 
tax funds,” he said. “The haif-mil- 
lion dollar bill in Georgia is not much 
—probably not enough. Are we going 
to co-operate? 

“T hear a great deal about reduc- 
ing taxes. I beli:ve in reducing 
taxes, but not at the expense of the 
hungry. How many peopie know that 
12,000 families in cihis city are on 
relief rolls? How many know that 
1,000 families in this city were put 
on the rolls last month? 

“It isn’t child’s play to take care 
of 12,000 families in this town. Un- 
less we get co-operation from state, 
county and city officials throughout

Los Angeles showed a 7.1 per cent 
rise and Charleston, S. C., 5.4 per 
cent. 

Fifty of the 51 cities showed an 
increase in food prices as compared 
with a year ago, Norfolk, Va., alone 
reporting a decline with prices down 
2.2 per cent. In Los Angeles prices 
rose 16.9 per cent, the greatest in- 
crease reported by any city for the 
year. 

Of ‘the 42 commodities covered by 
the bureau of labor statistics, two 
showed price increases between July 
15 and August 15, with the flour 
prices, up 20 per cent, leading the 
higher trend. The majority of the 
food items rose less than 4 per cent.

Marion M. Jackson, widely known 
Atlanta lawyer and reform crusader 
and a member of a_ distinguished 
southern family, died Sunday at a 
private hospital.

ing up the $10,000,000 highway fund 
allotted to the state by the federal 
government. ‘ 

Attorneys in the Mangham-Barnett 
case to be fought out this week said 
the case will have an important bear- 
ing on the attitude of officials in re- 
leasing the federal highway funds to 
the state. The money has been tied 
up since Barnett and other members 
of the highway board were fired by 
Talmadge under martial law. Fed- 
eral authorities have said it must be

UNNECESSARY SPECIMENS. 

Once in every so many weeks I 
get excited and have to blow off 
steam. This is one of those time. I 


am going to have a lot to say, now 
and later, about the utterly useless 
wasting of our bird life that is now 
going on presumably for scientific 
purposes, Certainly most of the speci- 
mens of birds and eggs are finding 
their way into museums, yet there is 
a limit to the usefulness of these 
specimens. Dr. Frank M, Chapman, 
as far back as 1911, wrote to the ef- 
fect that the biggest need of ornith- 
ology in eastern North America was 
for observations on living birds rath- 
er than for additional study speci- 
mens. If this. was true 22 years 
ago, it is much more true teday. 

Yet there are people that persist 
in collecting the eggs of nesting birds, 
discovering variations of a micro- 
scopic order, and exaggerating their 
importance to justify their taking of 
the eggs. This all goes under the 
name of research. Let me ask this 
one question and attempt to answer 
it: Does the knowledge gained justify 
the killing of potential members of our 
avifauna? In other words, is the 
knowledge that will be added to the 
files of ornithological literature on 
the variations in patterns of eggs, 
the minute differences in color, ac- 
tually offset the damage that is done 
to future generations of birds, espe- 
cially since the species in question are

VICTORY FOR HULL 
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There has been no indication yet as 
to Moley’s successor. 

The passing of the head of the
